TRUMAN AND INFLATION 
Funeral of Mrs. Mavis 
Will Be Held Monday 


I In* report of President I roman on tile progress of 
reconversion contains many misstatements and absurdi­ 
ties, but no part of it is more misleading than tile last 
paragraph: 
Inflationary pressures are still great, and 
danger signals pointing to a further building up 
through the winter and spring are a rise of real 
estate, wholesale .md raw materials prices. \V e 
must continue to hold the line. NX e cannot per 
mit inflation. 
I here are three Ixisic misconceptions in this state­ 
ment, all of them diverting attention from the true 
situation. 
first is the idea that inflation is in the future tense, 
It is not. It has been going on for twelve years. In that 
period the dollar has lost 75 per cent of its value 
I he 
mortgage of national debt on the physical assets of the 
nation has risen from about 6 per cent of the total to 
approximately IOO per cent. 
Second is the implication that controlling prices con­ 
trols inflation. 
Nothing could he less accurate. 
Price 
changes may or may not he connected with inflation; 
competition lowers them, even during inflation, and low 
supply drives them up. 
Even when, as at present, inflation is the cause of 
rising prices, the prices themselves are only a symptom. 
Attacking prices instead of attacking the causes of infla­ 
tion is just as wrong as it would he for a doctor to treat 
a patient’s fever instead of the pneumonia which pro 
duced it. 
Third misstatement is the very direct boast of the 
President that hr and his administration arc committed to 
fighting inflation. 
I hey are not doing anything of the 
sort. 
Leaving it to the Truman bureaucracy to carry on 
this fight is a case which the Italian proverb was coined to 
fit— “making a gardener out of the goat.” 
I ruman is not the enemy of inflation; he is the 
greatest advocate of it in the country. 
In his eight months in office he has consistently re­ 
fused to do the things whit Ii would curb inflation, and 
had made one recommendation after another which 
would speed up the dizzy spiral started by his predecessor. 
H ie man who tells a nation which is up to its neck 
in debt, “we are rich,” as I ruman did in his recent I leal th 
message, can hardly claim either to understand inflation 
or to he fighting it. 
I he way to stop inflation in the United States is 
-ample enough, hut is a matter which will hardly appeal 
either to the President himself or his patronage-hungry 
associates such as National Democratic Chairman Mari­
